THE ROYALTY-STAMP PLAN OF COPY- 


RIGHT. 
Tue PupiisHers’ WEEKLY has persistently 
and consistently held that any copyright plan 
would be better than no international copyright, 


and has been always in favor of any plan, however 
far from the ideal of authors’ rights, which would 
not do harm. The plan of latest prominence, al- 
though not new, is that advocated by Mr. R. Pear- 
sall Smith in the Mineteenth Century, and also by 
Mr. Moncure D. Conway, who appears as its 
champion among the authors. We regret to say 
that in our present judgment this plan would do 
positive harm, and would lead to complications 
which would be even worse than the present situ- 
ation. We cannot but regret, therefore, that it 
should be made prominent just now, when there 
seems to be some hope of a common agreement 
ona practical plan. 

The scheme, of which the gist is printed else- 
where in this issue, is one of those which seems 
simple until carefully analyzed. The provision 
of stamps which should differ for each book is 
by no means an easy or cheap matter. If individ- 
ual authors were to supply distinctive stamps for 
each of their books, the cost of engraving would 
be considerable, and if one stamp were to be used 
to be marked by the author’s initials and designa- 
tion of the book there would be some temptation 
to counterfeit a stamp that could be used in so 
many directions. This, of course, would not be 
done by reputable publishers, but the difficulty 
with all plans of this sort is that the honest people 
are the ones put to a disadvantage. The whole 
question of the preparation, deposit, and sale of 


Such stamps raises an infinitude of troublesome 
} 


detail, and to ask the Librarian of Congress to act 
as the agent of British authors is to impose upon 
that hard-worked official serious additional burden, 
The next point of objection is that publishers 
woud be required to buy from an author stamps 
sutiicient foran anticipated edition whether these 
copies are sold or not, and, in the case of an unsuc- 
cessful book this wuuld impose an enormous 
burden upon the publisher, which would prevent 
_ sound publisher from attempting relations 
with new English authors. If there were a ‘* spe- 
lal contract” between author and publisher as to 
‘etura of stamps for books not sold, it would be the 
Most difficult contract in the world to enforce. 
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The plan shares with other plans of open royalty 
the disadvantage that it overlooks the essential ele- 
ments of cost in a book—not simply the type-set- 
ting or plates, but the cost of advertising and 
launching a book. Mr. Conway points out that, 
under the specifications of Mr. Smith’s plans, it 
might be practicable for an author to give a pub- 
lisher choice of forty days’ (which really is thirty 
days’) advantage over his competitor, but this 
would only give time for the competitor to find 
out whether the book was likely to make a suc- 
cess or not, and thus add an element of insurance 
on his behalf. 

There would also be anelement of uncertainty 
as to what books might or might not be reprinted, 
and if forany reason an author neglected to sup- 
ply stamps, publication in this country of a work 
entered for copyright would be absolutely sus- 
pended. But infact every endeavor to follow out 
possibilities under the operation of such a scheme 
as this opens new lines of difficulty. 

An essential objection is that it regulates by 
law the amount of an author’s compensation, 
which is a principle of sumptuary legislation never 
yet attempted in the statutes of the United States 
or of Great Britain in modern times. 

There is only one thing to be said for this 
scheme, that it is an attempt to give foreign au- 
thors pay for their books, and thus to remove from 
American authors the competition of absolutely 
stolen goods ; but the entire drift of the sentiment 
of authors is against this plan, with the excep- 
tion of a few whom Mr. Conway cites but does 
not name, and who hold contrary views cer- 
tainly to the great body of those in the Copyright 
League. 

The assumptions on which Mr. Smith’s argu- 
ment in the Nineteenth Century is based are 
a repetition of the figures so often exploded be- 
fore. They leave out of consideration almost all 
the practical elements of first cost and risk, etc., 
etc. Weowe Mr. Smith, however, anapology in 
supposing that he put himself forward as the rep- 
resentative of America or of American authors, 
The title of his article, he explains, was given to it 
by Mr. Knowles, the editor of the Méineteenth 
Century, at whose repeated request he wrote the 
article. 


MR. R. PEARSALL SMITH’S ROYALTY- 
‘STAMP PLAN. 
From the Nineteenth Century, Nov., 1887. 

A BILL has been drafted and privately printed 
in America which proposes to confer on petsons 
not citizens of the United States a royalty compen- 
sation without monopuly. By this plan books 
may be entered at Washington for a copyright 
term extending with one renewal tor forty-two 
years, the same as is now granted to native au 
thors, and all the provisions of the United States 
law relating to the protection of citizens, not in- 
consistent with the provisions presently to: be 
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mentioned, are to be granted to any foreign 
holders of copyright. 

It is stipulated that every proprietor of a copy- 
right shall provide a distinctive form of stamp, 
adaptable to the various prices and conditions of 
issue, and shall be bound to furnish these within 
thirty days of the tender of price, under penalty of 
forfeiture of hiscopyright. Any publisher desir- 
ing to use international copyright matter will ob- 
tain, as of course, the author’s license to do so by 
making a formal application for the necessary 


ten percent. Thus a publisher desiring to issue 
ten thousand of a book at twenty cents retail 
price shall send two hundred dollars ; or for a 


the same book at one dollar per copy, one hun- 
dred dollars will be sent. One stamp shall be at- 
tached to each book issued ; special stamps can 
be provided gratis for copies designed for period- 
icals or special purposes. In the case of the issue 
of protected matter in periodicals a different pro- 
prietor’s license can be obtained and the copy- 
right stamps, with name of periodical and date, 
may be adapted for printing with the type matter 
in the body of the number. Each book stamp 
should contain the retail price of the book, with 
the autograph initials of the author in fac-simile 
or any other design. Imitation of copyright 
stamps shall be punished as forgery. Publishers 
shall be responsible for an accurate and unmuti- 
lated reproduction of the originals. Any ar- 
rangement fora credit on the stamps or the re- 
turn of those not used would be matter for 
special contract. 

The proprietor of the copyright would be 
bound to print his address upon the title-page or 
its reverse, in every copy he issues in his own 
country. In default thereof, an application for 
stamps tothe Librarian of Congress, accompanied 
by the money, would be taken as an application 
to the proprietor. 

The Librarian of Congress or the Secretary of 
the Incorporated Society of (British) Authors 
may be made the depository of copyright stamps, 
charging a commission on the amounts of money 
received. The cost of the stamps themselves 
would be merely nominal, and they could be, if 
desired,numbered consecutively by an inexpen- 
sive mechanical contrivance. 

Any assignment of international copyright 
would have to be recorded in the office of the Li- 
brarian of Congress within sixty days of its exe- 
cution. 

For the protection of the rights thus granted it 
is proposed that every vendor of international 
copyright books who shall dispose of any copy or 
copies to which the proper stamp has not been 
affixed, and which do not bear due notice of copy- 
right, shall forfeit to the proprietor all such cop- 
ies in his possession, and in addition pay all 


damages arising from such sale; and that he | 


shall also forfeit and pay asum equal to ten times

the retail price of every copy thus sold by him, | 


which sum shall be recoverable bya civil action 
in any court of competent jurisdiction ; one-half 
to be paid to the person who sues and one-half 
to the United States. Thus every bookseller 
will be compelled to see that the publisher has 
affixed the proper stamps and notice of copyright 
to the works he sells to him, and every purchaser 
of the book, in the most distant place in the 
United States, becomes an interested protector 
of the author’s or proprietor’s rights.

OBITUARY. 
CHARLES S. FRANCIS. 


CHARLES S. FRANCIs died at his home in Tar- 
rytown, N. Y., on Thursday, the 2d inst. His 
death was the result of a complication of troubles 
and of old age. 

lo the majority of the present generation, the 
name of Charles S. Francis, we imagine, will be 
but dimly remembered as one connected with the 
early book-trade of this country, and few of those 
who do remember his name have probably real- 
ized that until a week ago he was still in the 
flesh ; nay more, that until recently his was stilla 
well-known figure in certain New York book cir- 
cles, 

Charles S, Francis, one of the most noteworthy 
book publishers of his time, and one of the 
pioneer booksellers of New York City, was born 
in Boston in 1805. His father, David Francis, 
was a member of the old and well-known firm of 
Munroe & Francis, who made a reputation for 
themselves as the first publishers in New England 
of Shakespeare’s works. It was in their employ 
that young Francis learned the printing trade and 
the art of selling books. By the time he was 


twenty-one years of age he thought he knew | 


enough of both téenter business on his own ac- 
count. Accordingly he came to New York in 
1820—where for more than half a century his 
name was familiar to the book-buying community. 
He first opened a store on Broadway, near Dey 
Street, then practically the centre of the aristo- 


cratic residences, which, at that time, had crept 
up Greenwich Street to Murray Street and to 
what is now known as Park Place, and on the 


east side as far up as Beekman Street. At that 
time there was no book-store in that neighbor- 
hood (that of Appleton & Co., perhaps, excepted) 
more trequented than Francis’s. 

As the city moved “ up-town” Mr. Francis took 
4 store at 252 Broadway, near Murray Street, 
under the famous old Peale’s Museum, where he 
remained for some years. It was here that the 
late James Miller became a clerk in Mr. Francis’ 
store. Mr. Miller, by the way, was never taken 
into partnership with Mr. Francis, as has been 
stated. Mr. Francis’ brother, Mr. D. G. Francis, 
fow on Astor Place, N. Y., was taken into part- 
nership in 1845. Im 1855, or thereabonts, Mr. 

fancis removed to 554 Broadway, between Tif- 
fany's and the Metropolitan Hotel, on the same 
Side of that street. The store was a large and 
Spacious one, with a marble front. His store had 
then become the popular resort of many noted 
ople of literary tastes. 
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Mr. Francis was the publisher* of William 
Ware, whose ‘‘ Zenobia”’ was so popular ; and of 
Drs. Orville Dewey and Henry W. Bellows, all of 
whom were prominent Unitarian ‘ministers. In 
fact, so many Unitarians became the customers of 
Mr. Francis that the Rev. Wm. E. Emerson, 
another prominent Unitarian clergyman, and the 
father of Ralph Waldo Emerson, nicknamed the 
store ‘* Unitarian Headquarters.” 

His store became in the largest sense the 
headquarters for men of letters, and lovers of 
good and well-made books from all parts of the 
country paid his place a visit at short intervals, 
for, as acontemporary says, ‘‘ his work was al- 
ways of the finest character, and he was, besides, 
a man of ideas and enterprise.” 

In 1860 the firm of C. S. Francis & Co. was 
dissolved, Mr. Francis continuing at the old 
stand until about ten years ago, when he retired 
from business, and lived until his death at Tarry- 
town. 

He was a genial and kindly gentleman. He 
was devoted to hiscalling, more so possibly than 
any other bookseller of his time, having spent 
sixty of his eighty-two years continuously in his 
book-store. He was full of reminiscences, but 
there was nothing he preferred to talk about more 
than the dinner given on March 30, 1837, by the 
book publishers and sellers of New York City to 
members of the guild in Boston and Philadelphia, 
and to a number of distinguished authors. There 
were 300 people at the dinner, and among the 
guests were Washington Irving, Albert Gallatin, 
Fitz Greene Halleck, John Trumbull, Chancellor 
Kent, William Cullen Bryant, and J. K. Paul- 
ding. An eight-column account of the dinner 
was published in the New York American of April 
3, 1837. 

JAMES CARSON BREVOORT, 


JAMES CARSON BrREvoort died at his residence, 
36 Brevoort Place, Brooklyn, December 7. He 
was born at Bloomingdale, in New York City, 
July 10, 1818. To pursue his studies he was sent 
to France and Switzerland, and was graduated 
from the Ecole Centrale des Arts et Manufactures 
in Paris. On his return to America he was em- 
ployed for a time on the Northeastern Boundary 
In 1839 he went as private secretary 
with Washington Irving, the United States Minis- 
ter, to Spain. 

In 1852 he was elected a Trustee of the Astor 
Library and served for 26 years, subsequently, 
during the last two years, as Superintendent of 
the library. He assisted in 1863 in the forma- 
tion of the Long Island Historical Society, of 
which he was the first President, holding the of- 
fice for ten years. Inthe same year he was made 
a Regent of the University of New York and re- 
ceived the degree of LL.D. from Williams College. 

Among Mr. Brevoort’s most noteworthy con- 
tributions to literature was a series of papers 
published in the American Journal of Numis- 
matics on ‘‘ Early Spanish and Portuguese Coin- 
age in America.” 

Of late Mr. Brevoort had been enjoying life 
quietly in his Brooklyn home. He was a man 
of kindly impulse, and took an active part in 
benevolent undertakings. He leaves a widow 
and one son. 


* . Francis was not, as has been stated, either the 
publisher or agent of the first (folio) edition of Audubon’s 
woiks. He did, however, act as the selling agent of the 
popular edition brought out by a son of Audubon in 1844. 
We intend to give, in another issue, a few facts relating to 
the history of the Audubon editions and plates.—Epb.
